The record also shows that DOROTHEA H. WALKER,a United States national,
similarly owned 110 shares of Atlantica and also sustained a loss of $3,746.16,

Further, the Commission finds that the amount of loss sustained shall be
increased by interest thereon at the rate of 6% per annum from August 6, 1960,
the date of loss, to the date on which provisions are made for the settlement

thereof. (Drye, supra.)

CERTIFICATION OF LOSS

The Commission certifies that VERNON B, KASSEBAUM, EXECUTOR OF THE ESTATE
OF BERTHA L. HIGGINS, DECEASED suffered a loss, as a result of actions of the
Government of Cuba, within the scope of Title V of the International Claims
